It has been fuggefted abroad, ic feems, 
and at home too, That the Confederacy is 
not concern’d in our crufhing Malecontents 
at home, and that the prefling the carrying 
on a War abroad, till we bring down a 
Party-Strife at home, is unreafonable, unjuit 
to the Confederates, and isno Branch of the 
Treaty,on'which the prefent grand Alliance 
was founded —~ But it were well worth our 
Allies while to confider a little the prefent 
State of Facoliti/m in this Nation——And 
iffpeakirg to our Alifes’in fuch a Paper as 
this, which they may never fee, ce be. 
thought impertinent, yet it may be-uleful 
to {peak it to fome People at home, who 
feém to obje& againft the general Argu- 
ment of pufhing the War yeta little far- 
ther on+-That they may be fully fatisfy'd of 
the Reafonablenefs, and indeed Meceffity 
of it. 

In order therefore to’ ftate it right, Lam 
not going to fhew you of what Concern 
fuppreffing Facobitifm IS TO US — 
Every Maa that is net blind to the Intereft 
‘of his own Country muft know chat 
Every Man matt know, let the Peace be 
what it will abroad, WE fhall have ao
